burned. 
A'-hes from the firebox of the saw­ 
mill’s steam boiler were examined 
under a microscope after Major 
William A Clark, of the state police, 
‘rad he was “quite positive” ta r­ 
nished pieces of metal and a frag- , 
ment of cloth found there came 
from the 19-year-old girl’s clothing. 
Leading to the mill from a wood 
road nearby, police found the frozen 
footprints of a man and a woman. : 
Tile tracks straggled along side by I 
side to a point 50 feet from Ute mill. 
M. jor Clark said 
From there to 
tile fxnler there were footprints only 
of a man. 
At the point where the tracks 
merced there were signs that a heavy 
cb eel, perhaps a body, had been 
half carried, half dragged over the 
ground. 
Investigators said it was “possible" 
the girl had been killed at the mill, 
her clothing: burned, and her body 
transported to where a m uskrat: 
trapper found it in a mountain I 
stream December 21 — four days 
after Miss Martin left her home to 
meet a stranger who had offered her 
a job. 
H ie stream is some 15 miles, cross- j 
country, from the mill. The isolat­ 
ed mill is located at the edge of a 
dense thicket, about four miles from 
the cross-roads town of Forkston 
anti 45 miles from the girl’s King­ 
ston home. 
Police were led there by the story 
of James Kerr. 65, who lives not far 
away, that he looked across the 
fields from his home on the night 
of December 17 and in the glare 
from the boiler door saw a man 
putting something into tile furnace.

LONE VESSEL IS 
BEACHED TRYING 
TO EVADE REBELS 


Gibraltar. Dec. 30 (AP) — A dar­ 
ing dash for freedom through blaz­ 
ing guns of Spanish insurgent war­ 
ships and shore batteries ended in 
failure for a lone governm ent de­ 
stroyer today, amid the crashing of 
shells in startled G ibraltar itself. 
The Jose Louis Diez, a virtual 
prisoner here since August, attem pt­ 
ed to sneak through a gauntlet of 
lurking insurgent ships in the pitch 
darkness of early morning. 
But de­ 
structive fire of her alert enemy 
forced her aground about IOO yards 
from the shores of Catalan bay with 
seven of her crew killed and ll 
wounded. 
Before grounding, the destroyer 
struck a heavy blow on her own ac­ 
count by ramming and sinking the 
1500-ton insurgent sloop jupiter. 
Shortly after the darkened 1650- 
ton Jose Luis slipped from the pro­ 
tection of the G ibraltar harbor the 
short-lived, one-sided naval battle 
began. 
Guns began to blaze from the 10,- 
000-ton cruiser C anarias and other 
insurgent warships, 
long lying in 
wait. 
Insurgent batteries at Ceuta. 
Spanish 
Morocco, 
som e 
15 
miles 
across the straits, also went into 
action. 
Shells 
from 
the 
Canarias 
tore 
through and destroyed two houses 
on Gibraltar’s C atalan bay. 
Sev­ 
eral occupants wtere injured and 
taken to a hospital. 
The fact that the shells landed 
on British soil, injuring British sub­ 
jects. may lead to vigorous British 
diplomatic or other action. 
Southeast of Europa 
Point, the 
Jose 
Luis 
rammed 
the 
Jupiter. 
After the ramming, gunfire from the 
vessels and the Ceuta forts com­ 
pelled the Jose Luis to run aground 
on the eastern beach of Gibraltar. 
She immediately landed her dead 
and wounded.
